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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 
JAMES  A.  TUTTLE  LIBRARY 

Custody  of  the  James  A.  Tuttle  Library  was  turned  over  to  a 
board  of  seven  trustees  June  4,  1908  and  was  opened  to  the  public 
on  July  12,  1908.  By  a  vote  of  the  trustees  Feb.  9,  1909  the  Antrim 
Historical  Society  was  granted  use  of  the  upstairs  room  in  which 
the  D.A.R.  now  maintains  a  collection  of  Antrim  memorbilia.  The 
D.A.R.'s  material  and  the  library's  many  volumes  covering  the 
history  of  Antrim  and  New  Hampshire  have  proved  valuable  and 
interesting  to  residents  and  visitors  alike,  and  particularly  to  our 
own  fourth  graders  who  annually  are  required  to  prepare  a  booklet 
about  New  Hampshire. 

This  year  the  librarian  reports  a  circulation  of  9,355  volumes. 
The  number  of  volumes  has  been  increased  by  469  and  our  refer- 
ence department  increased  by  "World  Book  Encyclopedia"  (20 
volumes)  and  "The  Dictionary  of  American  Biography"  (11  vol- 
umes) . 

The  trustees  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  following  for 
gifts  of  books:  Miss  Ethel  Muzzey,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ernest  McClure, 
Mrs.  John  McCabe,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Earl  Packard,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Robert  A.  Caughey,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Archie  M.  Swett,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Frank  Buxton,  Mrs.  Ross  Roberts  and  Mrs.  H.  B.  Pratt. 

Improvements  and  maintenance  for  1964  include  repairs  on 
the  roof,  new  shelves  for  children's  books  and  a  new  reference  room 
downstairs.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  YOUR  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

The  1964  forest  fire  season  surpassed  the  record  year  of  1963 
in  both  length  and  severity.  For  the  second  successive  year,  we 
experienced  a  rainfall  deficiency  of  more  than  ten  inches  and  the 
compounding  of  such  drought  conditions,  together  M^ith  the  many 
days  of  strong,  dry  winds,  characterized  1964  as  one  of  the  most 
hazardous  years  in  the  past  half  century.  Although  our  fire  season 
was  three  weeks  longer  than  that  of  1963,  the  number  of  fires 
showed  only  a  slight  increase  and  more  remarkable  was  that  the 
area  burned  dropped  from  2280  acres  in  1963  to  900  acres  in  1964. 
Early  detection  and  rapid  response  kept  many  potential  fire  disasters 
from  becoming  a  reality.  We  all  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  the  men 
in  this  community  who  responded  and  fought  our  fires  so  efficiently. 
Our  state  is  now  86%  wooded  and  its  economy  —  both  industrial 
and  recreational  —  is  greatly  dependent  on  this  forest  resource. 
The  responsibility  for  adequate  fire  protection  of  this  great  area  — 
4,350,000  acres  —  is  everyone's  responsibility  and  prevention  is  one 
of  our  most  effective  tools. 

Prevention  is  good  common  sense. 

1.  Take  your  rubbish  to  the  town  dump.  If  you  must  burn, 
obtain  a  permit  and  watch  you  fire  until  it  is  dead  out. 

2.  Instruct  your  children  in  fire  safety.  Keep  matches  from 
young  children.  Explain  to  them  the  dangers  of  lighting  matches 
and  making  outdoor  fires. 

3.  Be  sure  discarded  smoking  material  and  matches  are  out. 

A  major  portion  of  our  preventable  fires  this  year  are  charge- 
able to  three  causes:  (1)  permit  fires  allowed  to  escape;  (2)  chil- 
dren playing  with  matches;  and  (3)  smokers.  Let's  be  mindful  of 
the  fact  that  all  such  fires  endanger  property  and  lives. 

We  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  very  fine  cooperation  during 
the  past  fire  season  and  with  your  continued  cooperation  we  are 
confident  that  we  can  improve  our  fire  record  in  1965.

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PRECINCT  COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT 

This  past  year  has  been  one  of  the  driest  years  ever  exper- 
ienced in  the  Precinct's  history.  As  you  all  know,  we  have  had  to 
curtail  the  use  of  water  to  carry  us  through  the  winter  and  this 
has  hastened  our  decision  to  obtain  additional  sources  of  water. 

Careful  records  of  the  run-off  at  Campbell  Pond  have  indicated 
that  enlarging  the  storage  capacity  of  the  pond  is  not  the  answer. 
Preliminary  surveys  have  been  made  of  possible  additional  storage 
below  the  pond  from  which  water  could  be  pumped  directly  into 
the  main  above  the  chlorinator;  and  we  are  putting  an  article  in 
the  warrant  to  see  if  the  Precinct  will  vote  to  implement  this  pro- 
gram. 

The  completion  of  the  project  of  renewing  the  pipe  in  Knapp's 
Meadow  puts  the  main  line  in  excellent  shape  with  all  cast  iron 
pipe  from  end  to  end  for  the  first  time.  Two  chronic  leaks  were 
permanently  cured  in  early  December.  The  low  water  condition 
in  November  worried  us  considerably  and  plans  were  made  to  ex- 
tend the  pipe  into  the  pond  and  to  have  money  on  hand  for  such 
an  emergency.  It  was  decided  to  leave  a  large  percentage  of  the 
capital  fund  in  the  bank. 

The  Commissioners  have  expended  much  time  and  thought 
for  the  improvement  of  the  distribution  system,  and  have  a  plan 
for  the  renewal  of  lines  as  soon  as  practical.  The  replacement  of 
the  pipe  on  Maple  Ave.  this  past  summer  was  the  second  project  of 
this  type.  The  third  phase  is  the  renewal  of  the  pipe  on  upper 
Pleasant  Street. 

All  of  these  improvements  will  have  to  be  paid  eventually  out 
of  revenue  from  water  rents,  and  we  think  the  existing  rates  should 
be  reviewed  and  updated,  not  perhaps  for  our  immediate  needs, 
but  certainly  as  a  basis  for  future  expansion  plans. 

The  Commissioners  make  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  the  Precinct  raise  $2,000.00  by  taxation. 

2.  That  the  Precinct  collect  100%  of  the  established  water 
rents.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Antrim: 

It  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  present  my  eleventh  annual 
report  for  your  consideration. 

Federal 

It  certainly  is  obvious  to  any  property  owner  living 
in  the  state  of  New  Hampshire,  that  the  efforts  of  local 
school  districts  to  provide  educational  opportunities  to 
their  children  comparable  to  the  demands  of  modern 
civilization,  that  education  is  an  expensive  commodity. 

Education  is  no  longer  a  little  red  school  house  opera- 
tion as  it  was  at  the  turn  of  the  century.  On  the  national 
level  expenditures  for  education  are  second  only  to  the 
Department  of  Defense  with  highways  running  a  close 
third.  Defense  has  always  been  a  responsibility  of  the 
federal  government.  Since  1956  it  has  assumed  90%  of 
the  cost  of  the  nation's  major  highway  construction  pro- 
gram. Is  it  time  for  state  and  local  governmental  units 
to  look  to  the  federal  government  for  financial  support 
for  education  in  an  attempt  to  ease  the  local  tax  burden? 
I  know  that  some  who  read  this  will  rise  in  horror  at  the 
thought  and  your  judgments  are  respected,  but  this  report 
is  not  an  attempt  to  gather  support  for  federal  aid  to  edu- 
cation but  rather  to  advise  you  that  it  is  already  here  in  a 
small  way  and  is  destined  to  increase.  Schools  in  this 
supervisory  union  are  now  receiving  federal  aid  to:  (1) 
support  home  economics  teachers'  salaries;  (2)  subsidize 
the  noon  lunch  programs;  (3)  to  support  the  guidance 
programs;  and  (4)  to  provide  equipment  for  the  teaching 
of  science,  math  and  modern  foreign  languages. 

During  the  school  year  of  1964-65  this  aid  will  be 
extended  to  the  teaching  of  English,  reading,  civics,  geog- 
raphy and  history. 

It  would  not  be  surprising  to  see  the  Congress  at  the 
next  session  break  through  the  impass  between  the  public 
and  parochial  schools  to  enact  legislation  which  will  pro- 
vide federal  funds  for  school  house  construction,  teachers' 
salaries  and  curriculum  improvements.  These  are  some 
of  the  things  that  President  Johnson  was  talking  about 
when  he  recently  said,  "I  intend  to  put  education  at  the 
top  of  America's  agenda." 

State 
For  the  school  year  1964-65  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
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shire  expects  to  spend  56  million  dollars  for  public  school 
education.  The  State  Department  of  Education  asked  the 
legislature  to  reduce  this  expenditure  by  local  tax  payers 
by  10  million  dollars  in  aid.  Including  the  sweepstakes, 
this  was  reduced  71/4  million  or  12.9%  of  the  total  needed. 

For  the  school  year  1965-66  it  is  estimated  that  60 
million  dollars  will  be  needed  for  public  school  education 
and  the  State  Department  of  Education  is  asking  that 
the  legislature  appropriate  13  million  dollars  or  22.9%  of 
the  local  effort.  When  you  read  this  I  am  guessing  that  it 
will  have  been  established  that  the  state  contributions 
to  the  local  effort  will  be  less  than  10  million  dollars  and 
equal  to  less  than  15%  of  the  need,  and  this  will  include 
the  estimated  four  million  from  sweepstakes. 

It  is  obvious  that  the  state's  effort  is  not  keeping  up 
with  the  expanding  cost.  The  four  million  received  from 
the  sweepstakes  will  be  less  than  the  increased  expendi- 
tures in  the  next  fiscal  year  and  what  happens  when  the 
expected  expenditures  go  from  60  to  65  million  in  the 
second  year  of  the  biennium? 

There  are  those  who  feel  that  the  state  has  no  al- 
ternative but  to  find  some  new  sources  of  income  to  more 
nearly  accept  its  obligations  to  education  as  well  as  other 
state  services.  The  state  has  the  right  and  the  obligation 
to  set  standards  by  which  the  schools  within  its  boundaries 
shall  operate  but  with  it  also  goes  the  obligation  to  be 
more  realistic  in  its  financial  support  of  its  program. 

Each  year  the  State  Department  of  Education  estab- 
lishes the  tuition  rates  that  may  be  charged  by  local 
school  districts  based  on  the  state  average  per  pupil  cost 
of  the  previous  year.  I  submit  these  as  an  indication  that 
a  continuation  of  such  growth  would  seem  prohibitive  for 
real  estate  revenues  to  support.

The  above  figures  do  not  include  transportation  costs 
or  that  for  capital  outlay  (debt  service  and  new  equip- 
ment). Therefore,  between  75  and  100  dollars  should  be 
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added  to  each  of  the  above  figures  to  obtain  a  more  accur- 
ate picture.  Yes  -  education  is  expensive,  but  if  there  is  a 
salvation  for  our  country,  education  is  going  to  be  the 
cause  of  it. 

Local 

I  doubt  if  many  people  realize  the  extent  of  the 
pupil  growth  that  has  taken  place  in  the  Town  of  Antrim 
since  1959.  Perhaps  the  following  chart  will  be  helpful 
in  this  area.

The  above  will  show  that  from  the  fall  of  1959  to  the 
fall  of  1965  there  has  been  an  increase  of  62  pupils  for  a 
growth  of  46.6%  in  the  elementary  school.  This  is  equal 
to  more  than  two  full  classrooms  of  pupils. 

In  the  seven  through  twelve  grades,  the  increase  has 
been  60  pupils  or  68.1%  growth.  There  are  very  few 
schools  in  the  state  that  have  had  that  percentage  of 
growth  and  it  is  fortunate  that  the  new  building  is  avail- 
able to  care  for  it. 

At  the  high  school  building  there  does  not  appear  to 
be  any  housing  problem  now  or  in  the  projected  future. 

At  the  elementary  school  it  is  a  different  story.  As 
has  been  mntioned  in  my  last  two  reports,  we  are  in  dire 
need  of  additional  elementary  classrooms.  Your  committee 
to  alleviate  this  need  has  studied  this  problem  from  every 
angle  and  will  be  presenting,  for  your  consideration  at 
the  annual  meeting,  their  solution.  I  think  highly  of  the 
results  of  their  many  and  long  deliberations  and  hope 
that  the  district  will  find  it  possible  to  accept  their  pro- 
posal. 

Just  when  the  number  of  high  school  pupils  was 
growing  large  enough  to  cut  back  our  per  pupil  cost 
more  in  line  with  the  state  average,  it  was  necessary  to 
implement  the  new  secondary  standards  and  our  high 
school  per  pupil  cost  rose  to  $612.17  for  the  school  year 
1963-64  as  compared  to  the  state  average  of  $467.00.  This 
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is  not  an  accurate  figure  of  the  total  picture  as  transpor- 
tation and  capital  outlay  (new  equipment  and  debt 
service)  are  not  included.  Add  roughly  $100  to  the  above 
figures  and  you  will  find  that  education  is  a  high  priced 
commodity. 

We  find  a  better  picture  in  our  elementary  expendi- 
tures. Our  per  pupil  cost  there  was  $296.85  as  compared 
to  the  state  average  of  $311.00.  One  factor  which  brings 
our  cost  down  is  the  impacted  classrooms. 

It  is  expected  that  the  state  average  per  pupil  cost 
for  1964-65  will  be  elementary  $328  and  high  school  $489. 

The  budget  again  this  year  will  be  higher  than  here- 
tofore and  again  I  must  advise  you  that  the  end  is  not  in 
sight.  Antrim  has  received  some  financial  aid  from  the 
state  in  the  past  two  years  in  the  form  of  Foundation  Aid 
and  Sweepstakes  revenue  which  totals  $18,944.35  in  this 
year's  proposed  budget.  This  is  in  addition  to  $5,031.15 
in  building  aid. 

It  was  unfortunate  to  have  to  terminate  the  noon 
lunch  program  for  this  year,  but  it  seemed  more  important 
that  the  space  be  utilized  for  classroom  purposes.  It  is 
hoped  that  additional  classroom  space  will  be  provided 
in  order  that  we  may  reinstate  this  program  another  year. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  school  board, 
the  building  committee,  the  study  committee,  faculty  and 
all  citizens  of  Antrim  who  in  their  interest  in  the  educa- 
tion of  our  youth  have  been  so  cooperative  this  past  year.

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Report  of  the  School  Nurse 

To  Mr.  Norman  Hartfiel,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  health  work  from 
January  1964  to  January  1965.
